Justice Trenchard Says Panel, to Convict,

Perpetration of Burglary.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Feb. 13. 
OLLOWING is the text of Justice Thomas W. Trenchard’s in- 
structions to the Hauptmann jury this morning: 


F 


“Ladies and gentlemen of the 
jury: 

“The prisoner at the bar, Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann, stands charg- 


ed in this indictment with the mur- 
der of Charles A. Lindbergh Jr., at 
the Township of East Amwell in 
this county on the first day of 
March, 1932. 


“It now becomes your duty fo 
render a verdict upon the question 
of his guilt or his innocence and 
upon the degree of his guilt, if 
guilty. In doing this you must be 
guided by the principles of law 
bearing upon the case that I will 
now proceed to lay before you. 


“In the determination of all ques- 
tions of fact, the svle responsibility 
is with the jury. You. are the soie 
jucges of the evidence, of the 
weight of the evidence, and of the 
credibility of the witnesses. Any 
comments that I may make upon 
the evidence will be made, not for 
the purpose of controlling you in 
your view of the facts, but only 
to aid you in applying’ the 
law to the facts 
as you may find them. You 
must not consider what I shall say 
concerning the evidence as being 
accurate, but you must depend up- 
on your own recollection. You must 
not only consider the evidence to 
which I shall refer, but you must 
consider all of the evidence in the 
Ci.se. 


“Presumed to Be Innocent.” 


“In this as in every criminal case, 
the defendant is presumed to be 
innocent, which presumption con- 
tinues until he is proved to be 
guilty. 

“To support the indictment and to 
justify a conviction, the State must 
prove the facts sufficient for that 
purpose by evidence beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt; and that burden 
never shifts from the State. If there 
be reasonable doubt whether the de- 
fendant be guilty, he is to be de- 
clared not guilty. 


“Reasonable doubt is a term often 
used, probably pretty well under- 
stood, but not easily defined. It is 
not a mere possible doubt, be- 
cause everything relating to human 
affairs and depending on moral 
evidence is open to some possible or 
invaginary doubt. It is that state of 
the case which, after the’ entire 
comparison and consideration of all 
of the evidence, leaves the minds 
of the jurors in that condition that 


| they cannot say that they feel an 


abiding conviction to a moral cer- 
tainty of the truth of the charge. 
The evidence must establish the 
truth of the fact to a moral cer- 
tainty, a certainty that convinces 
and directs the understanding and 
satisfies the reason and judgment 
of those who are bound to act 
conscientiously upon it. 

“But if, after canvassing carefully 
the evidence, giving the accused the 
benefit of reasonable doubt, you are 
led to the conclusion that the de- 
fendant is guilty, you should so de- | 
clare by your verdict, 

“To make out a case of guilt, the 
State must establish by evidence be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, first, the 
death of Charles A. Lindbergh Jr., 
as a result of a felonious stroke in- 
flicted on the first day of March, 
1932, at the township of East Am- 
well in this county. 

“To support that charge the State 
has produced evidence to the fol- 
lowing effect. The fact of death 
seems to be proved, and admitted. 
At the time of his death the child 
was about 20 months old. On the 
evening of March 1, 1932, the child 
was prepared for bed by its mother 
and its nurse, Betty Gow, at the 
Lindbergh home in East Amwell 
Township in this county. 

“The evidence is to the effect | 
that the child was then in good 
health, a normal child except for 
a slight cold; that the mother and 
the nurse securely fixed the cover- 
ing about the child, and about 8 
o'clock left the room and closed 
the window; that between that 
hour and 10 o'clock the child was 
removed from the bed by some 
person and carried away, with the 
clothing in which it had been put 
to bed, which clothing has been 
described to you. 


The Ladder Evidence. 


“There is evidence from which 
you may conclude, if you see fit. 
that the person who carried away 
the child entered the nursery or 
child’s bedroom through the south- 
east window of the nursery room, 
by means of a ladder placed against 
the side of the house, under or 
near the window, and that this oc- 
curred shortly after 9 o'clock at 
night. 

“You will recall the evidence of 
Col. Lindbergh to the effect that 
as he was sitting in his living room 
downstairs he heard a strange 
noise about that time, the sound 
of wood on wood, like the striking

If mur- 
der in the first degree, the jury 
may recommend imprisonment, in 
which case a life sentence is man- 
datory; if no recommendation is 
made, sentence to death in the elec- 
tric chair is mandatory.

The final charge of the court 
paid particular attention to the dis- 
puted reliability of the important 
State witnesses, Dr. John F. (Jaf- 
sie) Condon and Amandus Hoch- 
muth, and to the defense theories 
that a gang perpetrated the crime 
and that Isador Fisch, now dead, 
gave Hauptmann the ransom 
money he had. ; 

“Do you believe that?” were the 
concluding words of the court's re- 
marks about each of the defense 
contentions. |

were heard after the jury retired 
at 11:23 a. m. (10:28, St. Louis 
time.)

ILLIS JOHNSON, secretary 
of the Browns, is ordering 
bats for the St. Louis Ameri- 
cans. The average player, he 
Says, uses about a dozen bats a 
year, if he plays regularly. Each 
player on a big league team 
wants his own model, even if it 
is the same as some other fel- 
low’s, and it must carry his auto- 
graph. The young ball player 
gets a great kick out of seeing 
for the first time, a row of bats 
in the bat-rack, bearing his name. 
“The two favorites among the 
players are the 34-34 and _ the- 
35-35,” Willis explained. “That 
means a bat 34 inches long, 
weighing 34 ounces, and one 35 
inches long, weighing 35 ounces, 
Usually the player will order 
a half dozen or a dozen 
at a_ time, and ask for an 
assortment of weights—a light 
one for the fast-ball pitchers and 
for free swinging and one aq lit- 
tle heavier to be used for bunt- 
ing or punch-hitting. 

“The biggest bat I ever saw 
was the one that Hank Severeid, 
old Brownie catcher, used to 
swing. It was 36 inches long and 
weighed 42 ounces. Hank was 
powerful. He was a dead left- 
field hitter, and was able to pull 
a ball even with that heavy bat. 

“We don’t buy special bats for 
pitchers, but it would be just as 
well to get them each a set. They 
break the other players’ bats; and 
we have to puy them anyhow. 
Pitchers break more bats than 
other piayers, but they all crack 
them now and then.

Then he used 
a tool to hide the metal under 
the wood and Sisler used the bat 
again and collected severaP doz- 
en more base hits before it final- 
ly broke. 

“Ball players give plenty of at- 
tention to their bats. They like 
to get a dozen for spring train- 
ing camp. They put half a dozen 
in the bat rack and take the oth- 
ers to their hotel room, where 
they hang them over a radiator 
or in aS warm a place as pos- 
sible. The purpose is to dry the 
wood thoroughly. The ball won't 
travel if the wood is ‘green’ and 
a ‘green’ bat seems to check and 
nick more easily. 

“I’m going to make a sugges- 
tion to the bat manufacturers one 
of these days and that is” that 
they omit the shellac they put on 
when they ship them to us. The 
first order of business for’ the 
players is to get a piece of glass 
or a hambone hone, with which 
they scrape all the shellac or var- 
nish off the bats. Then they rub 
the wood with heavy tar paper. 
I’ve seen players work hours on a 
bat before the war club is consid- 
ered fit for use in a battle. And 
even then I've seen a good many 
pop-ups in the last few years 
Mavbe they ought to leave that 
shellac on after all.”

SMALL MACHINE GENERATES 
‘MILLION VOLTS OF ELECTRICITY 


Silk Belt Runs Through Copper 
“Doughnut” in Device at 
at Ohio State U. 


COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 13.—Com- 
| pletion of a copper apparatus half 
the size of a man which generates 
a million volts of electricity was 
announced today by the Ohio State 
University’s department of physics. 

It is something new in high en- 
ergy, different from any of the oth- 
er great machines which produce 
electrical currents equaling the 
smashing power of lightning. 

It is a wooden shell in the form 
of a doughnut, its outer surface a 
smooth copper skin. The interior 
is hollow. Through the hole in the 
middle runs a silk belt. The belt 
carries electricity. As it Wwhizzes 
through the hole the current brush- 
es off and spreads over the out- 
side surface of the copper cover- 
ing. A million volts will store up 
on this surface in a second or two. 
Electrodes inside draw off this 


|electricity as needed. 


The apparatus was developed by 
Dr. Willard H. Bennett. ‘Its pur- 
pose is investigation of the nucleus | 
of the atom.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 13.—A pro- 
posal prescribing the way in which 
amendments to the Constitution 
shall be submitted to the states 
and setting a three-year time limit, 
at the end of which an amendment 
not adopted would be considered 
rejected, has been Introduced in the 
House of Representatives by James 
J. Wadsworth (Rep.); New York. 

This would _ prevent future 
amendments from, as Wadsworth 
put it, “floating around in the air 
for an indefinite period.” In urging 
passage of his bill on the floor of 
the House, he pointed out that two 
amendments have been pending be- 
fore the states since 1789 and one 
since 1810. As originally proposed 
by Wadsworth on the opening day 
of the session, the bill did not con- 
tain the three-year time limit. This 
was added by Wadsworth after he 
had discussed the measure with 
other Congressmen, 

At present an amendment fs con- 
sidered by some as pending before 
the states so long as one state has 
ratified it, unless, of course, Con- 
gress in submitting the amendment 
specifies a definite time limit. A 
seven-year time limit was set on 
the prohibition amendment, the 
“Lame Duck” amendment and the 
amendment repealing the eight- 
eenth amendment. 

For Convention Ratification. 

Wadsworth’s bill prescribes that 
unless Congress specifically pro- 
vides otherwise, future amendments 
shall be submitted to state conven- 
tions composed of delegates elected 
at the first general election follow~- 
ing the submission of the amend 
ment. These conventions would 
meet on the twenty-eighth day fol- 
lowing election of the delegates and 
a majority of the delegates would 
be necessary for a decision. 

Under Wadsworth’s proposal, 
state which had definitely ratifi 
or rejected an amendment would 
not be permitted to change its vote, 
Wadsworth pointed out that sev~ 
eral states had changed their vote 
on the child labor amendment from 
no to yes.

A letter of thanks for the handling 
of this work, written by Field in 
Chicago three days later, said: “I 
shall run down to St. Louis: for the 
Veiled Prophet's parade.” 

In the handwriting of Thomas 
was a story-poem written by Field 
in 1874, when he was on the St. 
‘Louis Daily Journal, and delivered 
before the Missouri Press Associa- 
tion at Lexington, presumably by 
its author. It was called “A Weird 
'Idyl—Solomon  Burch’'s_ Fighting

|chine finally proved a Franken- 
stein by turning on its maker. 

There was a clipping from the

“I do not know what will be the 
action of the Senate upon the bill 
in question.

BILL TO INCREASE STAFFS

Shall we destroy 
the COAL INDUSTRY? 


Coal is by far the cheapest fuel available to St. Louis, 
and the recent agitation regarding the replacing of 
soft coal with natural gas on account of smoke is best 
answered by the thousands of St. Louis homes today 
which have eliminated smoke through the proper use 
of coal. 


Over 4,000,000 tons of coal is shipped into St. Louis 
annually. This requires 1600 trains of 50 cars each 
and means a freight revenue of approximately 
$6,000,000.00, and 50c of each freight dollar goes to 
labor. Were it possible to replace this coal and use nat- 
ural gas, it would also mean that every man employed 
in the manufacture of the thousands of railroad cars 
required to haul the coal, the steel workers who 
produce the wheels, the painters; all would be no 
longer required; to say nothing of the men employed 
in mining and distributing this coal and the thousands 
of clerks, stenographers and other help employed in 
the offices. A ton of. coal from mine to consumer 
represents a dav’s work, and the 4,000,000 tons of coal 
shipped into St. Louis annually represents 4,000,000 
days’ work—that’s employment. 


More than '% of all railroad freight is coal. Railroads 
are in a bad way now. Take their largest item of 
freight away and both the railroads and their em- 
ployees are permanently ruined. 


If there were any real economy in attempting to 
secure natural gas, there might be some excuse tor 
St. Louis listening to the seductive voice of the 
promoter and issuing bonds and accepting Federal aid 
to build pipe lines, but here are the facts: 


Natural gas, to give the same service as is given by 
coal, would have to be sold in St. Louis to large users 
at from ten to fifteen cents per thousand cubic feet, 
and artificial gas from five to eight cents per 
thousand cubic feet. Could this be done? 


The records of gas distributing companies over the 
United States show that the cost in cities, through 
mains, is not less than 70c per thousand for the small 
user and 40c for the large user of gas. This does not 
consider the cost of the gas, but is for distribution 
only. Again, while it is true that there is now a 
considerable amount of gas being piped to St. Louis 
and Chicago, yet to supply the entire fuel require- 
ments of these two cities it would require twenty gas 
lines such as the existing lines, which would involve a 
new investment of upwards of $2,000,000,000 and in 
all probability the entire amount of natural gas within 
fifteen hundred miles of these two cities would be 
exhausted within two years’ time. Is such an invest- 
ment good business? 


Pennsylvania was once a great source of natural gas. 
Ohio was once a great source of natural gas. Today 


that supply is gone. The State of West Virginia at 
one time got out an injunction seeking to prevent the 
export of its natural gas supply, but lost out in the 
Supreme Court. The remaining source of natural gas 
moved steadily westward and today the large centers 
of population are draining this country of its gas. 


It took Nature millions of years to produce these gas 
pools, but it is taking humanity only a few years to 
destroy them. 


Every merchant in St. Louis and every other business 
man in St. Louis benefits from the payrolls of coal 
mining companies, coal distributors, and railroads and 
their dependents—well over 100,000 persons. Most 
of the agitation regarding smoke is but a “smoke 
screen” of promoters and others who seek new ways 
of spending government money. Where smoke has 
been attacked as a nuisance and users of coal have 
been forced to put in smoke abatement devices and 
where the new methods now adopted by thousands of 
St. Louis homes has been in vogue, the smoke 
nuisance has been licked. 


An aggressive smoke department of the City 
Government which really: functions can do the job 
and we will not be obliged to further burden ourselves 
by taxation through an additional bond issue. Last 
year the State of Missouri and its citizens paid the 
Federal Government $80,000,000 in taxes. This year 
we will pay more, and next year we will pay still more, 
and this is to the Federal Government only. Our 


City tax burden is now high, and the bonded debt of 


the State of Missouri is over $110,000,000. The 
government program of public works is to make jobs— 
not to destroy them. Let us help the government 
spend our money wisely, not wastefully—in a way 
that will produce more employment—not promote 
unemployment. 


The time for hysterical experiments, with the Utopian 
ideas, is surely past and the realization that we must 
pay for any orgy of unwise spending should face 
every citizen, not only in St. Louis but in the-State of 
Missouri: Every tax dollar expended is a dollar taken 
from the earnings of private citizens and private 
industries. You are the Government, and the Govern- 
ment has no source of securing revenue except from 
you. It comes out of your pocket, either in direct 
taxes or through indirect taxes collected in higher 
prices for food, clothing, rent, fuel, tobacco, amuse- 
ments, and everything you eat, wear or enjoy. 


Are you interested in Government—taxation—jobs 
—bread and butter? Can this city afford to waste a 
huge sum of money—advance its fuel cost and throw 
many thousands permanently out of employment? 
Think it over.
